THE KIND OF REVIVAL WE NEED. 

SERMON BY THE REV. CHABLES L. THOMPSON. 

The Rev. Obarles L. Thompson preached the 
following sermon last evening to a large congre- 
gation in the Fifth Presbyterian Church, corner 
Thirtieth street and Indiana avenue, taking for 
his text: 

Create in me a clean heart, Oh! God, and renew «6 
right spirit within me. Cast me not away from Thy 

and take not Tay Holy Spirit from me. Re- 
store unto me the joy of Th salvation, and uphold 
me with Thy free spirit. Then will 1 teach trans- 
1 Thy ways, and sinners shall be converted un- 

Thee,—Psraima, di., 10-13. 

I propose to discuss with you to-night the 
question of a revival of religion. He who 
touches upon this question now before any as- 
sembiy of church-going people can bardly fail 
of sympathetic attention, I think I have never 
known 60 wide an interest to be felt in a revival 
before as yet any special signs of it appeared as 
iy manifest now. There is at present no revival 
of religion in thie city; wo general re- 
vival anywhere in the land. Yet 
® feligious awakening ia the subject of 
general conversation, Men stand looking with 
large faith into the pear future like those who 
watch for sunrise. Not only is the earnestness 
or this religious outlook in a time of no special 
religious interest remarkable, but the general 
character of itis also worthy of notice. It ir 
wide and pervasive beyond any thing we have 
ever known. Ofcourse the Church should al- 
ways look with faith and hope toward God. It 
would be a disgrace to her if she 
sere not often on the mount of 
the prophet 's vision, watching for the cloud no 
bigger than a man’s hand. For thereunto is she 
calied. 

To the man who believes the Bible, a revival 
of religion, broad as the earth and deep as hu- 
man wants and woes, should be the burden of 
perpetual] prayer. To the man who rests on 
God's word, a revival of religion should be not 
only the thing of supremest desire, but of most 
natural faith. Promises that give the earth to 
be the new Kingdom of Jesus Christ; that weave 
their golden light around the dark world till it 
shives in the robes of as coronation day, when 
Christ shail crown humanity with His own 
dignity and glory, should lead the Christian's 
faith to expect broader, fuller, deeper revivals. 
He should expect them with a quiet assurance 
like that with which the sailor in the harbor 
waits for the tidal wave after the attracting 
moon has swept in stately power above him. 
The Cbristian who bas read Church history and 
believes it is the unfolding of the thought of 
God among men, should not only expect revivals 
bat work for them in the confidence that God 
owns faithful labor and hears importunate prayer. 
He should see in them the movement 
of a law not unlike that which 
conditions the breadth of the harvest 
on the fidelity of the sowing. Therefore we say 
the Church should not only always expect a re- 
vival, but ever work for it as the consummation 
of Church energy and faith. 

Still, the Church has not always done this. 
She has slept peaceful in barren fields. She has 
been content with empty hands and 
Often has been happy with only a name to live. 
Often the locks of her strength had by indolence 
aud slumber beea shorn away. But now we are 
sure we do not overstate when we say that there 
is throughout all the Church in this city a gen- 
eral and earnest desire for and confident ex- 
pectation of a _ revival of religion. 
not only so, the desire extends beyond the 

hurch. The who make up our congre- 
gations but are not professors of religon also ex- 
pect it.

antecedent philosophic denial of God. It is what 
Urs. Browning calls the ory of the human.“ It 
is the heart’s hunger and —— 

To the induction of the skeptic it may have vo 
answer, therefore it dves not take the form of 
au argument. Tbe revival of an intellectual 
faith does not therefore come im the shape of a 
philosophy to overturn pantheiem or material- 
ism. That road is too long and crooked for the 
impatient soul. The sou! has wings, and, spurn- 
ing the desert road that winds among the rocks 
of speculation below, it flies through mid- 
heaven the straight line of faith and postulates 
the existence of a living Almighty God as the 
beginning and end of Reason. So the re- 
vival o intellectual faith comes at last 
by the short, straight road of feeling. 
And therefore it takes its place beside the moral 
and spiritual factors that make up the expecta- 
tion of which we are speaking. Men are looking 
for a revival of religion, because when science 
bas banished God then the soul expects Him. It 
expects Him, too, on the line of feeling. It be- 
lieves in His awfal power to impress the con- 
sciousness even of those whose minds will not 
admit His presence. Not more certainly does 
the pendulim swing back from its high- 
eat elevation to a corresponding one on 
the otber side than does the world 
from its bours of infellectual doubt swing 
over again to a deep and hearty faith. Up 
against the storm-lines and snow-drifts of win- 
ter the spring will press her rosy feet, aud mark 
her steps with the bloom of lily androse. Nay, 
the bloom aod fiuit will be all the richer for the 
depth of winter spows. He who shoul cast the 
horoscope of the would’s faith in God from the 
cheerless epeculations of Spencer, or the godless 
favaticiem of Comte, might well despair of re- 
ligion. But all humanity sets toward faith. 
At last it flees from doubt as from 
death iteelf. Upon this reaction we have 
entered now, and the beuumbed moral sense, 
rousing: the lethargy which bad map it 
calls for the preseuce of Gol. And men, hardly 
knowing why. are asking, ** Where is the promise 
of His coming?” And the God they long for is 
pot the re-iduum of the crucible of science, not 
the equation of mathematical demoastration, 
but the God who moves on the hearts of men, 
who kindles faith, aod nope, and love. 

Second—Avother consideration that explains 
the general looking for.a revival is the con- 
science-reaction from public immoraity. I 
need not linger long upon this point. 
The long registers of crime with which 
the daily press abounds are bute partial aud 
superficial showing. They are the outward sod 
violent manifestations here and there, of the 
fiery surge that so largely pervades toe social 
aud public life of America to-day. The saddest 
is not that crime breaks out ip high places or 
low, that the dockets of the Courts and cells of 
prisons are full, bet that these are but symp- 
toms of a genera! avcadence of morals, -a, loos- 
ening of the bands of moral law and a stalk ng 
abroad secretly or openly of a spirit ot dis 
honesty. impurity, intemperance, aud every form 
of vice that me periloas alice to Church and 
State. 

The science of politics is little more than a 
scrambie for place aud power at any price of 
probity or honor. Business life is t e mania for 
wealth—at whatever disbonest cost,—social life 
is the passion for displavy,—and even churco-life 
is often only sanctimonious selfishness, or bap- 
tized ambition. Now, there is a conscience in 
the human breast. There is a kina of general 
conscience. It may sleep past this and that 
moial defection. It may overlook or be bdiind to 
this or that lapse of virtue. But it never sur- 
1enders or abdicates. And asin the reformation 
awakening in Europe, though it de 
long apparently dead, is rings its 
voice aud call to repentance through 
the wildernecs of sin at last. Tue very densi- 
ty of the fetid moral atmosphere will give it 
vibrative power. Once more it w the call of 
God. As from inteliec:ualdeath, He awakes bu- 
mavity to a faith in Him which it never as 
whoily lost; so from this moral death He calls 
men back to innate moral aistinctigpa, to a love 
of viitue uever wholly paralyzed, gud a hatred 
of vice never whoily dead. 

So the better thiuking classof the community, 
whether professors of rel.gion or not, are 1nquii- 
Ing as ~ | look at the political corraptions and 
businers defections and social ungirding of the 
past few years, What are we coming to?“ It 
may be the question rises from deevest ethical 
and religious convictions, or it may be it is 
prompted only by the self-interest that sees in 
vice the sapping of society and the destruction 
of government. In either case it may be 
equaily sincere. It 1s the conscience-appeal to 
God from the weakness and w.ckedness of the 
ceatuare. The Christian says God must 
come down and stay this fearful wde. His spirit 
must throw sin into the daylight, and hold up 
judgment in « terrible perspective, And the 
men of the world will say, Call it the Holy 
Spirit,—or call it the se.f-asserting mora! power 
of the spirit of man,—but a quickening of moral 
perceptions and an uplifting of the standard 
of manhood we must have, or we are lost.” So 
the Church and the world alike feel the force of 
this reaction of conscience for public and gen- 
oral immo:ality, and ou it base a hope of some 
Letter day ahead. 

A third reason for the expectation of a revival 
of relgion is to be found in the tidings from 
Great Biitain. More and more the broiherbcod 
of man assertsiiself. The ocean no longer di- 
vides the flow of religious sympathy and iuflu- 
ence, even as its waves are powerless to hinder 
the communion of business. The great moral 
gulf-stream sets from Britain to our shores 
now. And, as the gulf-stream from the tropics 
wakes islands in the higher latitudes into sud- 
den bloom, so the 22 news from Eogland, 
Ireland, and Scotland, can hardly fail to be with- 
outa quickening effect on us. Who can hear 
the jubilates that swell out from Victoria Hall 
without a swifter heart - beat, and aa involuntary 
prayer? Such scenes as the great cities of the 
kiugdom have wituessed rouse again the faith 
that had slumbered, and lift up the hope whose 
eyes had drooped. 

They tell us that God lives that He answers 

rayer, that He is willing as ever to pour out 
Spirit upon all nesh. Not only 80, bat they 

tell us tha: our ideas of slow growth are the 
children of our unbelief; that God can suddenly 
— ve to His 4 These glorious 
ings have been carried into ey town sad 
hamlet in the land. They. are oan spirit facts, 
concerning sin and grace—tbis world under the 
power of the next the old nature conquered by 
the new. They are flung like à message from 
God Himself into every uomo. They are preached 
abont in church, taiked of in the car, dered 
devoutly by believers and wonderingly 
lie rere. No wonder they irresistibly lead on these 
questions: Why not here? Is not this what 
our people need? Is not God's glory in America 
as dear to Him as in England?” No wonder they 
turn the hearts of the people almost as ove face 
toward the heavens that hang alike over both con- 
tivents, and the God who is everywhere present. 
The three motives we have now alluded to ope- 
rate in different measure on different minds, 
but ail together are operative in prodacing the 
ee * * general revival. acoord- 

g as one or the o predominates, it deter-

For. after all, are not these various interests 
one? Do not the little wheels that run on earth 
aud the great wheels whose fiery circles cleave 
all the beavens, as in Ezekiet’s vision, play into 
each other? And does not God’s great govern- 
ment extend over all? ‘Therefore I say let us 
all join bands. Those who desire righteousness 
among men. salvation for heaven aud the glory 
of God, those who fight for manhood ant fur 
the Godhead, have 4 common platform 
here, And, indeed, the revival we need, 
if it would thoroughly compass our 
wants, must include ali the ideas I have ad- 
vert We want # revival that will make 
Christians upright, honest, whole-hearted men 
and women; thas will mate sinners confess their 
sins and cry for mercy; that “ill touch our leg- 
isiative balls with the prick of a conscience ; and 
that will diffuse a more honorable and manly 
spirit through all bianches of trade. 

But now, in order that a flood of this kind of 
religion may pass over our land purifying our 
altars and wasbing out our trade Halls and 
cleansing our political Angean stables, it must 
be thorough, scri; tural, and phical. That 
is, it must not be directed at ioppiog off this or 
that branch of the Upas, while the root remains. 
It must be a quickening not only of conscience 
ia its mapward relations, but also in ils religious 
and onward bearing. 

It must in a word not be reformation 

that will de part 
N the deep spiritual 
regeneration which alone swee;s cho life perma- 
neutly on its current, which the Psalmist speaks 
of in toe text, and which is the work of the 
Holy Ghost. Sweeten the fountain and the 
streams will take care of themselves. Renew 
the mao and his conduct will be in the line of 
the new nature. On the other hand, press an 
impure man up to present purity of con- 
duct by the severe force of aroused public sen- 
timent and be is a whited sepulchre, 

Hold the dishonest man to oucward honesty by 

a stringent public opinion, and be is not only 
secretly dishonest, but hypocritical beside. If 
you aim only at economy in public treasuries, or 
the snow of fair-hfe in society, it may in part 
avail ; that a general conscieace keeps men hon- 
est and moral; that the barrersof society ro- 
straio by outward pressure the conduct which is 
not self-goveroed and by principle. 
But if it is the men and women 
vou are after aud not the show they make in 
life, if deepening your philantarophy, you waut 
souls more than you want the mask of tae soul, 
then you must seek lodgment for principle in 
the heart, and your revival must be that which 
converts the soul. In a word, we want not half 
so much the dress-parade of an upright social or 
puolie line as we want lovai hearts, striv- 
ing within themselves for newness of 
life, and through tbe new life for 
victory over the flesh and the devil. 
We do not want a revival that will uniform the 
eburch in a quiet outward respectability, against 
which indeed nothing bad can be alleged, but for 
which nothing of positive good can be spoken. 

We want first of ail the clean heart—tue right 
spirit—in which consciously ie the presence of 
God. It will sometimes take a stain—as all 
that is human will—it will sometimes bave a fail 
—as ali that is human il bat it will ever be 
sincere striving for God and the crown of man- 
kind. It will not present a perfect morality 
nor a uniform exterior of irreproachable charac- 
ter, but, What is far better, a right spirit, mov- 
ing, under the impulse of deap religious feeling, 
in the way of duty, trial, and final victory. if 
we were to characterize this part of our subject 
we would call it the right-spirit revival, or the

for this grace or tnat, for this virtue or 
prudence, or tempersace, or justice, or bene vo- 
lence, let us pray for the right spirit ; let us seek 
the new nature, the new lise hid with Christ in 
God, and for it shall rise at last, all of worthy life, 
all of trae character, as fiom the deep base of the 
world ali the fulloess of summer, through 
storms and tarryings, pushes up into bloom.

Surroued him with the culture of 
all ages, press on him the force of all the world's 
conscience, there he stands io the last. polished 
and blooming life, perbaps, but unclean heart 
and impure spirit. So the flowers blossom on 
the sides of Atua, and the snows gleam cool and 
splendid on its brow, while the sea of flame 
roars on its adamantive heart. The revival we 
want, then, is the old-fashioned kind that begins 
with conversion. 

It begins with that word.“ It does not end 
there. We wanta revival that will make life 
sacred by bringing down into the sphere, as a 
constant presence and power. Cast me not 
from Tuy presence, and take not Thy holy spirit 
from me.” That iss revival chat will not de a 
spasm of conversion,—ao ingatheriug for the 
world marelv, but one that will build the taber- 
pacle of God with men; that will enthrone the 
Holy Ghost as the rightful possessor of tue hu- 
mau heart. That will be a supernatural 
revival. It will not follow the bent of modern 
theories that banish God. Its glory will be in 
that it will bring Him back. We will talk less of 
priuciples and virwes. We will talk more of 
sustaining aad purifying the power of Goa in 
the heart. We will recall again the glory of the 
Old Testament times, and, instead of walkin

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THE CENTENNIAL BAPTIST CHURCH, 
CEREMONIES OF BEOOGNITION. 


Baptist Church and the ordination of the pastor, 
tbe Rey. Nathan Eusebius Wood, took place at 
the Second. Baptist Church, corner of Morgan 
and Monroe streets, last evening. A large con- 
gregation was nf, and the proceedings were 
deeply en The Rer. T. W. Goodspeed 
conducted the meeting, aud there were present 
with him on the platform the Revs. Dr. G. W. 
Northrup, Dr. W. W. Everts, the Rev. Nathan 
Wood. of Wisconsin, Dr. D. B. Cheney, the Bev. 
Mr. Barkley, Wisconsin, and the Rev. N. E. 


Wood. 

After devotional exercises, Dr. Northrup 
preached the ordivation sermon, taking as his 
text a Clause of Malachi li., 7: For the priest 's 
lips should keep knowledge.” At the outset the 
reverend gentieman ahowed that in every avaca- 
tion of life knowledge was needed, but no one 
ueeded information so much as the man who at- 
tended to the spiritual wants of the community. 
Large kaowledge of the Bible was requisite in 
the pulpits, for to effectually preach the Gospel 
the highest mental resources were im- 
portant. If there was anything which 
the Church most needed, it waa the truth. 
The Bible only contained one system of truth— 
all the parts were as fixed as the truth of mathe- 
matics. It was the business of the minister to 
present this truth in its purity, without modif- 
cation, no matter what the result might be. In 
order to do this the minister required all the 
qualifications which enabled men to suc- 
ceed in other walke of Ute. Pro- 
fundity of knowledge or of  thougbs 
never damaged any ona. Simplicity generally 
eame from profound koowledge, although it was 
commonly believed thas learning aad dullness 
went hand in hand, The Bible cootained a sys- 
tem— body of facte—just as much as the 
earth had a system of geolorzy and the heavens 
of astronomy. This should especially borne in 
mind by the preacher. Uniess that syatem was 
thoroughly understood, distortion and perver- 
sion might ensue. Some churches 
gave too great prominence to the ordimaaces 
of the Gospel; others paid no attention to them. 
Some doctriaes were elevated, and others de- 
pressed until the harmony and beauty of the 
Obristian religion was in a measure destroyed, 
The only way to avoid such distortion was by 
gaining a just and comprehensive view of the- 
ology as a system, the central point of which was 
the atoning work of Christ. Ivrequired more labor 
to grasp the truths of the Bible than to compre- 
heud the truths of geology aud astropomy~—a man 
required great mental resources to dive into the 
mveteries of revelation. And no preacher bad 
a right to come before his congregation and pre- 
sent superticial arguments ow theological mat- 
ters. Freshness and variety were needed in the 
pulpit. One of the chief causes of the ineffeot- 
tveness of so much preaching was the mo- 
notony of pulpit workers. This great 
evil was avoided in different ways. 
Some bad resort to rhetorical tricks and 
sensational topics; another class oruamented 
their discourses by thoughts gathered from 
natural objects. Tbese men lost sight of the 
great trath—tbe proclamation of the sal 
vation of men by the Gospel. The only 
way to avoid monotony was to go down deep 
into the Word of God, grasping the profounder 
and more hidden aspects of divioe truth, and 
bringing them out with all the fascination aod 
freshness of a new discovery. Never was 
there a time when profound knowledge in 
theology was needed so much as at preseat, A 
man who was not deeply versed could not gain a 
hearing in those days of exciting and profound 
antagonlsm; on the other hand, tne learsed 
preacher would commend attention, and do 
great work in the service of the Master. 

Dr. Northrup's sermon, of which the above is 
only a meagre abstract, was one of his best 
efforts, and was hetened to With deep attention. 

The prayer in behalf of thé candidate for ordi- 
nation was then offered up by his father, the 
Rev. Nathan Wood. Near the conclusion of this 
invocation the ministers present placed the 
„hand of consecration ” upon the candidate. 

Dr. Everts then delivered the charge to the 
candidate, cautioning bim against all meagre sud 
distorted presentation of the Gospel. The great 
responsibility of pastors was ia the selection of 
themes from id range as the 
Bible. select? In 
the was the 
only effective method of selection, and would 
only lead to grand results. Whatever intellectual 
attainments were possessed by preachers, unless 
the saving and sanctifying powers of the Gospel 
were recognized and meulcated, little real good 
would be effected. Dr, Everta then gave the 
candidate some advice as regards his practice 
aud deportment in the verions works of his 
charge, and in conciuding pointed out that the 
harmonizing of resources was the one problem to 
be solved by persons entering the ministry. 

The Rev. Mr. Goodspeed next said a few 
words by way of charge to the congregation of 
Centennial Church. He exhorted them to se 
tain the institutions of religion, to study the 
peace and prosperity of the charch, and strive to 
extend it dy mission work. They should be 
faithfol to their pastor, who had committed him- 
self and his future iu their hands. The dis- 
traction. despair, and dismay which arose from 
indebtedness should be kept from 
minister. His capital was his reputa- 
tion, and nothing abould for a 
moment disturb the trust they reposed in their 
Spiritual leader. He charged them to be loyal 
to their great Master, and every commandment 
and requirement of His word. 

Dr. ney then gave the “hand of fellow- 
ship“ to the new pastor, and through him to the 
new church. In doing so he delivered a short 
address welcomiog the new pastor as a minister 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and, in 
behalf of the council of the churches, 
ettending their welcome and the hand of 
fellowship. The fellowship of his brother min- 
isters was of great good. If the new pasta 
wanted aid in any way, they would give their 
sympsthy and counsel to the best of their ability. 
He welcomed him to share in their sympathies 
and prayers and their mutual co-operation. 

The services were couc!uded by the singing of 
the Doxolagy and the benediction by the new 
pastor.

| European Opinion of Inflation---Over- 
Production One Cause of Finan- 
cial Depression, | 


The Experience of the United States 
with an Irredeemable Cur- 
Ai roney. 


Lonpon, Aug. 23, 1875.--Zo the Editor of the 
New York Tribune: A few days ago I asked a 
gentleman of large experience and carsful ob- 
servation—a friend of the United States when 


we hadfew friends among the leading men of 
aha. Nan shall we be able to borrow at 
4 per cent for tha purpose ot retiring gur 6 per 
cent Government bonds? 

When, replied he, von get back to specie 
payments. Everything hinges upon that. I 
agree with you that the credit of your Govern- 
ment ought to be equal, if not superior, to 
that. of any Government in the world, and 
it will be. when you come to your 
senses upon question of the currency. 
Should the inflationists auceged in their efforts 
to increase the circulation of irredeemable legal- 
tender notes, you will not only be unable to place 
your 4 per cents either at home or in Europe, 
but you will find even the holders of your 5s 
(for winch there is now an active demand at a 
premium) disposed to get rid of them asspeedily 
as possible. If the inflationists get the control of 
your legislation eed renew the old and foolish 
experiment of making money plentifai by the 
use of the printing press, the credit of your 
great country will unk to the level of that of 
Egypt or Turkey.” 

TIMIDITY OF HARD-MONEY MEN, 

This opinion, which I have given in very nearly 
the language of the gentleman who expressed it, 
is the prevailing sentiment on this side of the 
Atlantic. There is not an intelligent map in all 
Europe who has given attention to the subject 
who does not wonder at the infatuation, if it be 
not sumething more than infatuation, of the 
advocates of an irredeemable currency in the 
United States, who does not condemn the irr 
lution of moat of those who claim to be the 
friends of a sownd eurrency.. There is in fact 
more danger to be apprehended from the timidi- 
ty of many who are ranked on the side of 
specie, than from the undisguised action of 
those who favor further issues of Government 
notes. The latter are in earnest, and their aim 
is spperent-" ips former are deceiving them- 
selyes with delusive expectations, Every re- 
flecting and intelligent man must perceive that 
a further issue of irredeemiable notes means 
further depreciation of those now in circulation. 
an merease of financial trouble, and ultimate 
repudiation; but the fatal results of the ‘+ let 
alone pohkcy are not 66 apparent. An im- 
menge majority of our leading ‘politicians 
Of all parties are sound ia * but 
they seem to ek nerve. The resolutions 
which they adopt in their conventions 
lack the metallic ring of real earnestness. They 
favor a return to specie payments, but they do 
not say bow this is to be effected. They depre- 
cate a coutmuance of a depreciated currency, 
but they hesitate to put thew hands upon the 
prime cause of mischief, the legal-tender notes. 
They seem to be afraid of the bugbear of cpu- 
traction, as if a retutu to the true measure of 
value would affect values. They seem blind to 
the self-evident proposition that there will be no 
real contraction if r power of the 
currency is increas proportionately with a 
reduction of its volume. If the specie stand- 
ard is to be restored sometning more is required 
than the passage of mitk-apd-water resolutions 
and acts of Congress ing a dey on which re- 
sumption shall take place, Unlessaome decided 
and practicable measures are put into actual 
Operation fur the restoration of the specie 
standard, we shal! go on as We have been going 
for some years past, during which every day has 
made a returu to the paths of safety and real 
prosperity more difficult, Let us iook for a mo- 
ment at the causes of the existing embarrass- 
ments and pros tre tion in the United States, and 
then consider some of the remedies which have 
been sug gested. 

CAUSES OF agg DEPRESSION, 

First, the causes. That there is great stagna- 
tion in all or nearly all bragches of enterprise 
and industry in the United States, that our man- 
ufactares are sadly depressed, that very few of 
our railroads are yieldieg fair returns on their 
actual cost, while a large part of them are unable 
to pay the interest oh their bonds that our 
chipping ipterests have so deciined, that the 
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United States, which n quarter of a century ago 
seemod in a fair way to become the first of mari- 
time powers, is now nat to be racked even among 
second-class nationg in the foreign carrying trade; 
that our counties, cities, and towns are 80 
seriously in debt that tax-payers are looking to 
unlawful measures for relief, and that for some 
Sears past we, as a people, have been so extray- 
agant and wasteful that we have become a by- 
word. throughout Europe, are facts that can 
neither be. denied nor disguised, Now, while 
this depression of our manufaccures, this un- 
profitablenéss of our railroads, this decline of 
our merchant marine, this frightful accumule- 
tion. of municipal indebtedness, this er- 
trayagance and wastefulness cannot be 
attributed exclusively to a redundant cur- 
réocy, they can in as great measure 
be traced to st Other causes, it is 
true, have to some extent assisted in uoin 
the trouble in which woe are involved; but. i 
we had been on @ specie basis, this trouble 
would have been small m comparison with 
what it is.

ISLAND Porno, Vit., Sept. 4.—I confess to a 
feeling of curiosity as we took the train on Sun- 
day moraing last from Fabyan’s, to hear and to 
see Beecher. The train was crowded with tour- 
ists, — 860 much so that seats were improvised in 
the bageage-car from chairs from the hotel and 
planks from ‘the station- house. There was a 
good deal of delay at starting; bat, finally, 
with a prolooged shriek, whose echoes were lost 
among tbe bine bilis behind us, we started off 
for the Twia-Mountain-House station, over the 
most picturesque of roads, following the pretty 
little Ammonoosuck in ite wanderings and water- 
falls.

Among the sermons delivered yesterday in 
Chicago we publish this morning one by the 
Rev. C. IL. Taompson, of the Fifth Presbyte- 
rian Church, upon a subject of peculiar in- 
terest at this time,—the kind of revival 
needed in this city, and the reasons why 
everybody joins in the anticipation that we 
are shortly to have a great spiritual awaken- 
ing; also, sermons by the Rev. Rosert 
Conuyer, of Unity Church, on ‘‘ Returning 
Home,” which he finds the best place on 
earth to come back to and stay; and by the 
Rev. Dr. Powrns, of St. John's Episcopal 
Cuurch, on The Beauty of Holiness,” At 
Farwell Hall, Mr. Josep WeaTHeRey, a plain- 
spoken Englishman, talked about the labors of 
Moor and Saxxxr in Great Britain, and in that 
connection took occasion. to comment freely 
upon some things he had noticed in Chicago. 
A new Baptist church, named the Centennial, 
was formally recognized by the denomina- 
tion last evening; the First German Charch 
of the Evangelical Association was dedicated; 
and ninety new members were received into 
the Centenary M. E. Church. Altogether, a 
good day’s work for an ungodly city. 
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THE DEMOCRATIC HALLUCINATION. 
The Democratic party, from the time when 
under Gen. Jackson it distinctly antagonized 
the Whig party, was distinguished for its un- 
compromising hostility to all forms of Gov- 
ernmetital connection with or responsibility 
for paper money. It owed its long-continued 
success to the firmness with which it demand- 
ed that the people should have the right to 
demand gold and silver coin for their labor 
and its products. One of the boldest, yet 
most sagacious, acts of Gen. Jackson was to 
dissolve the slight connection existing be- 
tween the United States Bank and the Gov- 
ernment. The Government was a stockhold- 
er in that bank. The countty, with a sur- 
prising unanimity, sustained Old Hickory in 
his declaration that the Government should 
be responsible but for one currency,—that 


‘prescribed by the Constitution of the United 


States. To that policy the whole Democratic 
party subscribed. It became a fundamental 
principle of the Democratic party that gold 
and silver coin alone should be the 
national curréncy, leaving paper money 
to be issued or not by banks 
or individuals under local laws. In 
1841, the Treasury, under the Whig Adminis- 
tration, issued Treasnry notes and began to 
use them asa currency. Mr. Bxrrox, hear- 
ing of this, had a check in his favor in pay- 
ment of which Treasury notes were tendered 
formally protested for non-payment, and the 
Democratic party raised such a commotion 
that the notes had to be withdrawn. 

When the War broke out, the Democratic 
party in Congress protested against the issue 
of greenbacks, and especially against making 
them legal-tender. Conspicuous among those 
voting against the bill were Porrron, of 
Ohio, Voorners, of Indiana, and Ricuarp- 
son, of Illinois,—the three great greenback 
advocates of the present day. The Demo- 
cratic vote was unanimous against legal-ten- 
der notes, all taking the ground that such a 
law was unconstitutional ! 

Mr. Prox, having been defeated as a 
candidate for Vice-President in 1864, pre- 
pared to be nominated for President in 1868 
by proposing to issue more legal-tenders and 
pay off the whole public debt in greenbacks. 
Unfortunately for him, the scheme failed,— 
failed to get him the nomination, and led his 
party to disastrous defeat. 

The entire advocacy of paper money was 
revolting to minds educated in the principles 
and traditions of the Government, especially 
of the Democratic party. The Whig party 
always had suffered under the designation of 
the rag-money party. 

There has always been a strong and insur- 
mountable objection on the part of the great 
body of Democrats to any paper money 
issued by the Government. This was shown 
by the action of the party in Congress’ in 
unanimously refusing, even under the press- 
ure of war and an empty Treasury, to vote to 
issue legal-tender notes. Mr. Watonr, who 
presided at the recent Democratic Conven- 
tion, declared that he was in Congress when 
the Legal-Tender acts were passed, and had 
voted and spoken against them because he 
considered them unconstitutional. On this 
subject the Democratic party is divided,—the 
Ohio Convention attempting to force a paper- 
money policy for the party in 1876. 

But this policy cannot be carried out with- 
out vigorous resistance. The Democrats of 
Maine at their Convention declared in 
favor of 

A sound currency, coin or tts equivalent, essential 
to stability in business, and a restoration of prosper- 
ad steps towards specie payments, and no step back- 


The Democrats of Minnesota demand— 
A return to gold and silver as a basis of the curren- 


pce 9 a can be effected with safety, 

On this platform the Democrats carried the 
State and the Legislature, and seventeen 
members of Congress. 

The same success followed the hard-money 
platforms of the Democratic party in New 
Jersey and New York. In Michigan, the 
Democrats demanded a return to specie pay- 
ments, and came within 3,000 votes of elect- 
ing their State ticket, gained several mem- 
bers of Congress, and were able to defeat 
Mr. Cuanpuzr’s re-election to the Senate. 

Wherever the party has appealed to the 
people on the ancient and purely Democratic 
doctrine of honest money to pay the wages 
of labor, and to pay for the products of la- 
bor, the Democratic party has met with a 
prompt approval. 

The Democrats in Iowa have in 1875 re- 
canted their opinions of 1874, and have de- 
clared in favor of inflation. 

In Pennsylvania, Iowa, and Ohio, the Dem- 
ocrats have put forth a demand far an un- 
limited expansion of depreciated paper 
money. They have attempted to set upa 
new doctrine wholly unknown to the Demo- 
cratic party until within a short time; a doc- 
trine which is repudiated by the party in the 
dozen or more States we have named, and 
which, being founded on the idea that the 


people are dishonest, appeals to that dis- 
honesty for support. The Ohio Democrats 
propose to compel’ the whole Democratic 
party of the country to subscribe ‘to their

elation to the currency, The Constitution of the 
United States unquestionably intended to secure the 
people a medium of gold and silver. But the establish- 
ment of a National Bank by Congress, with the 
privilege of issuing paper money, receivable iu pay- 
ment of the public dues, and the unfortunate course 
of legislation in the several States upon the same sub- 
ject, drove from general circulation the constitutional 
currency, and submitted one of paper in its place, . 
„ „ There frauds are most generally perpetrated in 
the smaller notes, which are used in the daily transac- 
tions of ordinary business, and the losses occasioned 
by them are commonly thrown upon the laboring 
classes of society, whose situation and pursuits put it 
out of their power to guard themselves from these im- 
positions, and whose daily wages are necessary for 
their subsistence. It is the duty of every Govern- 
ment so to regulate its currency as to protect this 
numerous Clase as far as practicable from the imposi- 
tions of avarice and fraud. . » Yetitis evident 
that their interests cannot be effectually protected 
unless silver and gold are restored to circulation. 


Tuomas H. Benton, speaking of paper 
money, said : 

It tends to aggravate the inequality of fortunes; to 
make the rich richer and the poor poorer ; to multiply 
nabobs and paupers, and to deepen and widen the gulf 
which separated Drives from Lazazus, 

Gen. Jackson, in his letter to Moszs Daw. 
son, said : 

A paper currency is great curse to any people, and 
a particular curse to the laborer of any country, for 
its depreciation always falls upon the laborer. 

Gronda H. Penpieton, opposing the issue 
of greenbacks, even in time of war: 

The wit of man has never discovered s means by 
which paper currency can be kept at par value, exce) ¢ 
by its speedy, cheap, certain convertibility into gold 
and silver. 

Denouncing the making of greenbacks a 
legal-tender, he said : 

The currency will be expanded; prices will be in- 
flated ; fixed values will depreciate; incomes will be 
dimimished ; the savings of the poor will vanish; the 
hoardings of the widow will melt away. 

The last time the representatives of the 
Democratic party were in National Conven- 
tion assembled they resolved :

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TAXATION IN NEW YORE. 

The City of New York is just now under- 
going an experience with regard to inequali- 
ties in assessment very similar to that in Chi- 
cago, and has discovered that she is paying 
more than her just proportion of the taxes. 
The facts appear in a memorial which has 
just been submitted to the State Board of 
Equalization by the Tax Commissioner of 
New York City, in which he presents the fol- 
iowing table, showing the proportion of the 
State tax paid by the city and the rest of the 
State during the past ten years: 7 
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7,715,094 


By this table it will be noticed that, while 
ten years ago the rest of the State paid about 
twice as much as New York City, the city now 
pays neacly $300,000 more than the rest of 
the State, and that, while the individual tax 
in the rural districts during this time has 
only increased from $1.39 to $2.48, the indi- 
vidual tax in New York City has rushed up 
from $3.99 to $11.03. 

The experience of New York is that of all 
other large cities. Boston is just now making 
the same complaint. Since the passage of 
the law organizing the Board of Equalization 
in this State, with p@wer to take the tax 
from the country and load it upon the cities, 
every tax-pa@yer in Chicago knows the in- 
justice of the operation of the law. 
Take New York, for instance. Since

the additional difficulty of converting prop- 
erty into money.

Just so long 
as the State Board of Equalization has the 
power to transfer taxes to the cities, the tax- 
payers of this city must expect that the rural

LOANS TO FARMERS. 

The New York Commercial and Financial 
Chronicle says that while our merchants in 
New York can borrow for sixty days at 2 per 
cent on collaterals and at 4 or 5 per cent on 
bills, our farmers in Illinois, Iowa, and Wis- 
consin have to pay 10 per cent for money for 
money on bond and mortgage. Let our 
farmers be supplied with a sound system of 
finance which shall enable them to borrow at 
low rates, such as are paid in France and 
Germany for loans on mortgage, and we shall 
hear of less sympathy among them for the 
vagaries of paper money. One of the essen- 
tial conditions for the founding of such an 
organization is the influx of foreign capital 
into this country.” ‘This is all very true, but 
how are we to secure the needed “ influx of 
foreign capital”? It is easy to point out 
a few methods that may be guaranteed not to 
secure it. Clinging to an irredeemable and 
fluctuatiag currency is one of these methods. 
Passing laws that force railroads to default on 
the interest of their bonds in foreign hands is 
another. Discriminating against foreign cap- 
ital is another. All these plans have been 
successfully tried in the Northwest. It is not 
strange that they have not lured foreign cap- 
ital into this locality. 

There are three conditions necessary for 
plenty of loans, that is, for low interest. The 
lenders must have a reasonable certainty that 
the interest will be paid promptly, that the 
principal will be returned as soon as the 
mortgage matures, and that the amount 
of the loan does not exceed a fair 
percentage of the value of the land 
pledged as security. How is the foreign 
capitalist to post himself on these 
facts? He can find plenty of agents on this 
side of the Atlantic who will put his money 
out; but who will get it in when it falls due? 
Every State has its own system of collection, 
foreclosing, etc. The variety of legal forms puz- 
zles the foreigner, and not infrequently these 
forms discriminate against him. The agent 
to whom he intrusts his money cannot afford 
to guarantee the loan in consideration of his 
own 25 per cent commission. That doesmot 
more than pay him for the trouble of placing 
themoney. Of late, some mortgage companies 
have been formed which loan foreign capital 
here, and practically guarantee its repayment, 
but the supply does not satisfy the demand, 
and the Illinois farmer must still pay 9 or 10 
per cent interest for the extra capital he 
needs. Yet, when some Chicago men laid 
before the Legislature a plan by which a 
company, formed here, was to borrow money 
abroad and loan it in the State, securing the 
sums borrowed by the pledge of the bonds 
and mortgages taken, the representatives of 
the former refused to allow them to have this 
opportunity to get loans at reasonable rates, 
and the company was refused the necessary 
legislation. This was sheer folly. Even at 
the last session of the Legislature, a law 
putting the foreign lender on the same foot- 
ing as the home capitalist was carried only 
after a hard fight. Until we learn to en- 
courage the influx of foreign capital, instead 
of hindering it in every way, the Western 
farmer will continue to pay 10 per cent in- 
terest for loans which the Eastern merchant 
gets for 2 to 5 per cent. 


‘* WHITEBACKS.” 

Graybacks in the Confederacy; whitebacks 
in Austro-Hungary ; and shall we add green- 
backs in the United States? three forms of 
the same thing, and that thing paper money, 
irredeemable and passing at a varying dis- 
count. The story of the graybacks has been 
told. The final chapter in the story of the 
greenbacks—redemption or destraction—is 
yet to be written. The tale of the white- 
backs is a not uninstructive lesson to persons 
who adopt the greenback as their fetish. 

e currency of the Austrian Empire con- 
sists of bits of white paper. It has been 
brought near par by means of successive con- 
tractions, and the resumption of specie pay- 
ments has been confidently expected for 
some time. Unfortunately, a political agita- 
tion for dishonest money, like that now be- 
ing carried on by the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
Democracy, has shown itself in part of Aus- 
tria. When the Empire was divided into two 
practically independent parts, Austria proper 
and Hungary, the sole power of issuing 
notes was left with the then existing National 
Bank. This power has since been exercised 
with a wise discretion. The volume of cur- 
rency has been contracted instead of in- 
flated, and the paper has therefore steadily 
neared par. But Hungary, unused to the 
responsibilities and dangers of independent 
legislation, has meanwhile been indulging in 
a grand financialdrunk. Her Legislature has 
authorized the issue of any number of bonds 
to defray the cost of any number of 
public improvements. The nation was soon 
hopelessly bonded. Hungarian securities 
began to be quoted at heavy discounts. They 
are now practically unsalable. Hungarian 
would-be financiers, casting about for means 
to climb out of the pit they dug for them- 
selves, can think of nothing but issuing vast 
quantities of „ irredeemable pa- 
per, taking up the bonds in that as far as 
possible, and then running the printing 
presses fast enough to msure prosperity. 
They fail to see that he who trusts himself to 
this frail ladder will be sunk deeper into the 
pit than he is now. So they clamor for

A ROW IN THE DEMOCRATIC CAMP. 

There is a very pretty little row going on 
in Ohio just now, as one of the incidents of 
the campaign. As the row is inside the Dem- 
ocratic lines; it is none of the Republicans’ 
funeral. They can, therefore, stand outside 
the ring and watch the fight with a lively 
relish, Meanwhile, the Democratic specta- 
tors stand shivering in their shoes.

But Gronan proved fickle and 
false. Having been vindicated by receiving 
the nomination, he refuses to give it up, 
and is running as fast and as furious- 
ly any of the other candidates. But 
Grouan has proved to bea Jonan. The Tu- 
quirer discoveted that to carry Gronan it 
must also carry the Catholic Church, and 
that the people of Ohio were not yet willing 
to accept the practical and odious manifesta- 
tion of religion in politics. Accordingly it 
boldly declared that, in order to save the 
Democratic craft, Jonan must be thrown 
overboard tothe whales. It went at the 
work in no half-way manner, as will be seen 


by the following: 

Mr, Granax was nominated yesterday for the 
House, His friends in the Convention doubtless felt 
that it was necessary to vindicate him, and, at the ex- 
pense of the party, they carried their point. In this 
we see either the blind folly of à religious organization 
or the cunning work of the Republican party. 


When Mr. Geanan’s friends forced him upon the

Under the bond system, they would get 
$365,000 and would pay part of that them 
selves. If the Government could use 
greenbacks received for the 3.35 bonds to 
buy gold and use the gold to redeem the 5 
and 6 per cent bonds, there would be a sav- 
ing m interest that would decrease taxation 
and thus partly—only partly—make up the 
deficit in the profits of the thrifty poor. 
But the Government cannot do this. If it 
pays out the money to buy the 5 and 6 per 
cent bonds, it must sell these bonds again in 
order to get currency with which to redeem 
the 3.65 bonds that will be constantly pre- 
sented for redemption. 

But the worst consequence would be the 
withdrawal of $10,000,000 of the loanable 
funds of this city. Part of this money is 
loaned to laborers to enable them to build 
homes. Part of it is in the hands of all 
manner of manufacturers, who use it to em- 
ploy labor. Still another part assists in mov- 
ing here, and so secures an abundant 
supply of food at low prices. It is probably 
far below the mark to say that the $10,900,000 
directly employs 5,000 men, besides cheapen- 
ing the living expenses of many thousands 
more. Withdrawing this amount of loan- 
able capital from Chicago would thus throw 
thousands of the poor out of employment, 
would make living dearer, and would embar- 
rass every line of business. If the same with- 
drawal should take place over the whole 
country, there would be a panic that would 
be ten times, a hundred times, worse than 
that of 1873.

WHISKY FRAUDS. 
THE MANNER IN WHICH THEY HAVE BEEN PEE- 
PETRATED—CHECKS TO PREVENT THEIR REOUB- 
RENCE—REPORT FROM THE CHIEF OF SFBCIAL 
REVENUE AGENTS. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasurroeron, D. C., Sept. 12.— H. T. Yaryan, 
Chief of Special Revenue Agents, has submitted 
the following letter, reviewing the whisky frauds, 
to the Commissioner of Internal Reveoue: 
Burr. 6, 1875.—The Hon, D. D. Pratt, Commissioner 


of Internal Revenue—Srm: In compliance with your 
4 honor to report in detail on the 
folowing subjects: 


Forst—The manner in which the “ whisky frauds” 
lately exposed were perpetrated upon the Govern- 
ment. 

Second—The checks already established to prevent a 
recurrence of such frauds. 

I. The system of surveillance now in force in all dis- 
tilleries, to insure that none of the product may 
escape taxation, is based upon the presumption that 
all local officers are bonest ; and, where such is the 
case, it works admirably, and does insure the collec- 
tion of tax upou every gallon of spirite produced by 
the distiller. It could hardly be expected, however, 
that, among over 1,500 Storekeepers and Gaugers,some 
would not prove dishonest, especially since there is Al- 
ways near them, in the person of the distiller, a Me- 
phistopbeles to tempt with bribes. 

In order, therefore, to effectually prevent fraud, it is 

to estabiish a tem that shall surely deter 
any extensive fraud, and follow it with certain and 
sure penalties. With the distillers, it is a matter of 
dollars end cents ; so, if the risk of committing the 
fraud is made so great that it does not pay, he will not 
only be honest himself, but will inform on others, as a 
matter of self-protection. 

The present system may be described truly as fol- 
lows: A Storekeeper is assigned to every distillery, 
whose duty it is to record the time of emptying and 
filling every mash-tub; to ree every pound of grain 
that is reset in the mash; and to see that the law is 
strictly complied with. The cistern-room, where the 
spirits are received, is placed in charge of s Gauger, 
who determines the exact quantity produced, and the 

uge of each barrel into which tlie spirits are drawn. 
The pipes from the still to the cistern-room are con- 
tinuous, so that the distiller has no access to the spirits 
until after they are gauged and the quantity determin- 
ed. Each barrel filled in the cistern-room must be

THE OMINESE POSTAL SYSTEM, 

Special Dispatch to T he Chicage Tribune. 
Wasutnoror, D. C., Sept. 12.—A copy of the 
report of the Chinese Post-Office for the year 
ending Dec. 31 last, or the seventh year of 
Meigi, has been received at the Post-Office 
Department here. It is but séven years since 
the postal system was estabiished in China, but 
the progress is very promising, and arrange- 
ments bave been made for a large extension of 
this system daring the comiog year. Of course, 
the expenditures are largely in excess of the re- 
ceipts. A comparison of the past year with 
the one immediately preceding it shows an in- 
crease of expenditures of 42 6-10 per cent and 
an increase in the revenue of 56 per cent. The 
mail routes in operation at the close of the 
year aggregated 25,217 English miles, an in- 
crease during the year of 87.6-10 per cent; num- 
ber of Post-Offices 8.244, of which 1,744 had 
been established during the year. There were 
also 476 street letter-boxes, of which all but 165 
had beeo erected during the year. Depreda- 
tions upon the United States mails been 
frequent, but detection and punishment prompt

KANSAS. 


The Indian Bureau Wants Pay tor 
Certain Indians Killied—Gev, O»- 
bern Cannot See the Matter ia That 
Light. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune, 
Torexa, Kan., Sept. 12.—The Indian Bureau 
bas made a formal demand upon the State of 

Kansas for reparation on account of the killing 

of four Osage Indians and the capture 

of certain Indian property by the State militia in 

August, 1874. This demand is the result of a 

volummous and very pointed correspondence 

carried on betwee n the Interior Department and 
the Governor of Kansas during the last year. 

The amount claimed is $50,000, the dead Indians 

being rated at so much per head. Gov. Osborn has 

to-day replied to the demand in a lengthy and 
forcible letter, recounting alt the circumstances, 
declarmg that the conclusions of the Indian 

Bureau are unwarranted by the facts,and stating 

very positively that no reparation need be ex- 

pected from the State of Kansas. He asserts 
that the Indians were in Kansas in violation of 
tive orders of the Government, and cheir 
illing was justifiable and proper. He goes on 
to say that it is the duty of the General Gov- 
eroment to keep the Indians on their reserva- 
tions, and that whenever they appear in the 

State of Kausas they will be treated as hostiles 

and disposed of as rapidly and thoroughly as 

practicable. People living on . the 
frontiers, and exposed to Indian depredations, 
or who have suffered from them, cannot always 
be relied upon to institute judicial examination 
respecting that stutus ef Indians found roaming 
in their midst. The complete separation of the 
white settlers and the Indians is the only reas- 
onable guaranty of safety to either. This policy 
is 1 the policy of the Interior Depart- 
ment, and it ought to be rigidly enforced. 

While the Indians remain on their side of the 

State line of Kaaovas, they need apprebend no 

interference from our citizens, but is high time 

that they understood that they can trespass 
upon the State only at their peril. hile 
denying the reparation demanded, the Governor 
adds that Kansas bas on file in the Interior 
Department a large amount of unpaid claims for 
property stolen and destroyed by Indians, and 
that he doubts not that the State would be glad 
to secure an adjustment of them by allowing 
this demand of $50,000 as a credit. In conclu- 
sion, he reiterates his refusal to accede to the 
demand for re tion, aud says: I respect- 
fully request that this may be regarded as the 
determivation of the State Government.”’ 


NORTH CAROLINA: 


Proposed Changes in its Constitution. 
Special Lrevatch to The Checaao Triowne. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Sept. 12.—A Conservative 
politician from North Carolina expresses the 
opinion that the Constitutional Convention in 
that State will hold a short session. One of the 
reforms proposed will be a reorganization of the 
judiciary. The Judges are now elected by the 
people in districts, their term eight years. If 
this system is cootinued, it cannot be many 
years before the State will be disgraced by the 
election of a Judge whose unfitness for office 
will make him incompetent to fill the position. 
To remedy this it is proposed to 
make the tenure of office of the 
Judges a life tenure, and to intrust 
eléctors to fill vacancies to the Legisiature in- 
stead of the peopie. Another proposed change 
is the re-establishment of the whippiog-post. 
Some members will advocate the disfranchise- 
ment of all persons who have been convicted of 
an infamous crime. It is not difficult to see that 
these latter changes are designed to have the 
same effect as labor laws in some of the South- 
ern States. Whipping-post, disfranchisement of

Results of the Gale at Milwaukee and Else 
where. 


But few additional disasters resulting from the 
terrible gale of Thureday night were learned of 
yesterday. It m hoped that the worst has al- 
ready been recorded, and that feworno addi- 
tional disasters will have to be added to the al- 
already unprecedented!y large list. There are 
some vesseis stil! out which have not been heard 
from since the calamitous gale. While it is 
hoped that they bave sought shelter or been 
driven to some other port, yet fears for their 
safety are entertained. The relatives of the 
sailors on those missing craft are naturally 
much disturbed, and some of them walked up 
and down the docks all day yesterday in the 
hopeof receiving some tidings from their missing 
relatives. 

THE SCHOONER ONONDAGA, 
which foundered at the North Pier, has gone to 
pieces, but it 1s believed that her cargo of coal 
can be saved. 
body of her Captain, Mr. Baine, all day yester- 
day, but up to a late bour last evening it had 
not been recovered, Capt. Baine wasone of the 
oldest lake-Captains,*and highly esteemed and 
respected by all those who knewhim. The flags 
on nearly all the vessels in the harbor were at 
half-mast out of respect to his memory, and also 
of those that lost their lives on the Equinox.

Silver Discoveries on Lake Superior. 
St. Paul (Minn.) P oneer-Prees. 

Two letters received in this city during the 
week represent that highly important silver and 
gold discoveriés have been made in the vicinity 
of Prince Arthur’s Landing, on the north shore 
of Lake Superior, about 200 
Duluth. These reports are 
intimate that a tew days ago, near what is known 
as the Thunder Bay mine ( which has been yield- 
ing from $2,000 to $3,000 to the ton of rock), a 
miner dropped down upon an outcropping of 
crumbled quartz, all bristling with na ive silver. 
At last accounts they were gathering the rock 
in carts and ing it for the stamp mill. It 
was thought it would yield from $3,500 to 

000 per ton. Another discovery has likewise 
been made at a new opening called the 17 K“ 
mine, recently bought up by some Boston men, 
who have a large force of workmen employed on 
their premises. In consequence ef these silver 
discoveries, aud also of some rich gold quartz, 
there is a large amount of mining excitement ; 
indeed, so great is the interest aroused that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway (now building from 
Thunder Bay nortnward) is almost forgotten, 
nobody apparently caring whether it goes 
through or not.
